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The Outlook For 1937 


Views of the Leaders of the Industry 


Editor’s Note: 

At the end of 1936, we addressed inquiries regarding the 1937 
Holstein outlook to a considerable list of leaders of the Holstein 
industry, the National Directors, etc. The first installment of 
their replies are here presented. We call attention to the 
spirit of optimism and faith in the future of the Holstein busi- 
ness which breathes through each and every one of these 
letters. We believe our readers will be interested in these 
various comments, which also in several cases contain some 
constructive suggestions for the industry to consider. 


VIEW OF DIRECTOR H. V. NOYES, NEW YORK 

I feel that with the very great improvement in gen- 
eral business conditions the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion can quite confidently expect better business this 
coming year than we have had in several years. I think 
this would be true if we based our expectations on 
general conditions only, but in addition to the improve- 
ment in general conditions I believe that agriculture in 
particular is in better condition than it has been in a 
good many years. Of course we would have to except 
from this statement quite a substantial part of our very 
important dairy territory which was seriously devastated 
with last year’s drought, but even with this exception 
I believe the industry in general is in considerably better 
condition than it has been during the past eight or ten 
years. So that inasmuch as our industry follows condi- 
tions of general business and the conditions of agri- 
cultural industry, we are justified in expecting good 
business in 1937. 

I have been connected with this industry for over 
twenty-five years and during that period we have passed 
through many vicissitudes and have always had certain 
rather indefinite things to contend with. Twenty years 
ago the tuberculin test was an indefinite threat to our 
prosperity. We have now passed through this and may 
feel that we are pretty well cleaned up from bovine 
tuberculosis. At the present time the Bang disease 
program is an indefinite threat to progress. I am inclined 
to think that it is an even more important question to 
dairymen in general than the tuberculosis question was 
and that whatever part we as an Association take in the 
solution of this trouble is very important to the future 
of the breed. 

I am also more than ever convinced that for the long 
future we must redouble our efforts to ensure the im- 
provement of breeding theory and practice. I think 
the time has long passed when the mere fact that our 
animals are descended from cattle which were imported 
to this country from Holland is a sufficient guarantee of 
merit. We must keep the standing of our certificates of 
registry so that they are really also certificates of merit 
as well as lineage. It seems to me that continuous 
testing for production is the answer to our whole future. 
I hope the time will shortly come when every purebred 
Holstein cow will be on continuous yearly tests. This 
will enable us to cull inferior animals and to breed more 
intelligently, and will make a certificate of registration 
a thing of greater value than ever. 

VIEW OF DIRECTOR W. L. BAIRD, WISCONSIN 

It is my belief that the Holstein industry is in a 
healthy condition. A great many dairy cattle have been 
slaughtered off during the past few years, many on ac- 
count of the Bang’s disease clean-up which has been 
wide-spread throughout the country; others because 
of feed shortages in various sections from time to time. 
The result is that I believe there are a lot of people 
waiting to buy cattle. It would seem to me that witn 
the improvement in general conditions that now is a 
good time to build a herd as it is my honest belief that 
there is no question but what cattle prices are destined 
to be higher. 

VIEW OF VICE PRESIDENT JOS. H. HILL, INDIANA 

On New Year’s day three Holstein breeders, from our 
neighboring state of Kentucky, drove to Rose Hill Farm 
in quest of young herd sires. Before they left, they 
selected three: and came a day or two later, loaded 
them into their truck and took them back to that state 
known chiefly for pretty women, fine horses, and another 
article used as a base for mintjuleps. 

Naturally, getting away to such a flying start in 1937, 
my prophesies can only be of an optimistic nature. We 
are told by many, whose opinions carry weight, that all 
lines of business will show marked improvement over 
that of the year just closed. 





Every Holstein breeder, who has really applied him- 
self to the task of raising better cattle; will admit that 
conditions affecting his business were much better in 
1936 than in the two or three preceding years. Even 
with this noted improvement, price levels for our cattle 
are not high enough for the breeder to realize a profit 
commensurate with the efforts required and the expense 
entailed in raising good cattle, as measured by the same 
yard stick applied to other lines of business. 

While it is true that the demand for good Holsteins 
has increased, yet it has not reached the point of materi- 
ally reducing the supply. Our task individually and 
collectively, as Holstein breeders, it would seem, then, 
is to somehow increase the popularity of our chosen 
breed of cattle. To do this has been the aim of all, 
since the establishment of Holsteins in the United States. 

A resumé of the work done by our National and 
State Holstein Associations, our breed paper and our 
breeders themselves, is a record of unselfish and con- 
structive endeavor that has resulted in the Holstein cow 
being recognized as second to none in the economic pro- 
duction of milk. Nothing has been left undone to popu- 
larize our breed with the potential, as well as the 
established, dairyman. 

But have we given Holstein milk the proper adver- 
tising it deserves with the consuming public? It is not 
possible to dispell the optical illusion that many con- 
sumers have of yellow milk by an educational program 
of national scope? By standardization, is it not possible 
to drop the cream line on a bottle of Holstein milk to 
the same depth as that reached by milk from other 
breeds, and still fill many more bottles per cow, at less 
cost per bottle? 

For fifteen years the milk produced by our Holsteins, 
at Rose Hill Farm, has found a ready market in our city 
of thirty-two thousand, at a premium over all other 
milk sold here. Our dairy is not certified, but from the 
beginning we have advertised cleanliness, healthy cows 
under State and Federal supervision, and the fact that 
Holstein milk is especially adapted for feeding youngs- 
ters. 

My humble opinion is—we can make the milk con- 
suming public Holstein milk conscious by persistently 
and consistently calling its attention to the virtues of 
our product by national magazine advertising, or by a 
national radio broadcast, or by both. The Holstein- 
Friesian Association can sponsor just such a program 
of advertising, without serious depletion to its finances. 
Moral support and general supervision of the plan, by 
our National Association, with maybe a nominal amount 
of money to get it started, should turn the trick. 

All dairymen producing Holstein milk should and 
will give a small amount per cow, yearly, for such a 
program. The services of a reputable advertising con- 
cern can be secured, to undertake the job, working with 
an advertising committee from the National Association. 
The distributors, as well as the dairymen, should co- 
operate in such a plan, 

VIEW OF JOHN A. BELL, JR., PENNSYLVANIA 

I am very happy to state that the outlook for 1937 
in the Holstein industry is the very best that I have ex- 
perienced since my connection with it in 1917. My 
reasons for this optimistic view are as follows: 

1. Searcity of good high producing Holstein 
cattle. 

Demand for good producing Holsteins. 

3. The silly idea of discriminating against 
Holstein milk is fast fading. 

4. The demand for good milk is greater than I 
have seen in the past several years. This 
is, undoubtedly, due to the pick-up in in- 
dustry in general. 

5. The unmistakable improvement in industrial 
conditions generally the country over, 
which, in my opinion, will last for at least 
the next three to five years, regardless of 
what administration is in power at Wash- 
ington. With this situation, the demand 
for agricultural products, which, of course, 
includes dairy, is bound to be on the in- 
crease. 

This does not mean that breeders of Holsteins should 
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raise and keep every Holstein, regardless of its ability 
to produce, but rather the greater need for intelligent 
breeding, feeding and weeding. This can best be done 
by testing for production. Personally, I favor semi- 
official A. R. test of every animal in the herd, year after 
year. With this procedure, the intelligent breeder can 
make progress and should be rewarded financially in 
proportion to the business-like way in which he conducts 
his operations. 
VIEW OF B. H. DECKER, NEW YORK 

I am of the opinion that the improvement in demand 
for dairy products will continue to reflect an increasing 
price trend for 1937. 

This condition should be a sound basis for an upward 
trend in cattle prices. If we can be guided by the de- 
mand at increasing prices for the better class of breeding 
animals reflected through the sales ring during 1936, I 
am confident that this demand for our better foundation 
animals will continue through 1937 and beyond. 

The breeders who carried a practical testing pro- 
gram through the lean years just behind us and has 
maintained the health of his herd, will reap good divi- 
dends for his confidence in the future. There is a good 
demand for young calves and this demand indicates re- 
turned confidence. 

I favor spending more money to advertise dairy 
products and exploit Holstein-Friesian cattle. 

To sum the whole picture up, I am optimistic for the 
future. 

VIEW OF M. H. KEENEY, NEW JERSEY 

The prospects for 1937 are definitely better. Our 
Holstein industry is progressing on a sound basis and 
while our profits from the sale of cattle may not have 
been very large during the past few years, most of our 
breeders have made a definite improvement in their 
herds. More breeders are testing for production records 
and are in a position to offer the buyer assurance of 
genuine worth in cattle offered for sale. 

Practical dairymen here in the East are learning 
that their Holstein cows are making them more profit 
than the high test cows of other breeds under most 
of our market conditions. The craze for high test cows 
is eaSing up and there is a noticeable trend among 
dairymen to go back to the heavy milking profit-making 
Holsteins. This will be reflected in a better demand 
at higher prices for registered Holsteins in 1937. 

Since the Holstein business is, for the most part, 
the practical dairyman’s business, it is to a large extent 
governed by the general dairy outlook which presents 
a good prospect for the coming year. 

Our own business here at Overbrook has never been 
better. There is a keen buyer-interest in our cattle 
at satisfactory and profitable prices. Our surplus heifer 
calves are spoken for, probably all we can spare for the 
next six months. But most satisfactory to us is the 
fact that we can offer the buyers better cattle than we 
ever did before. 

Such breeders as have their business in order can 
look forward to 1937 with much confidence. 

VIEW OF DIRECTOR G. G. MEYER, KANSAS 

As to the outlook for the Holstein industry in 1937, 
I am happy to say that I feel very optimistic. 

The only dark cloud that may change this picture, 
as I see it is that of another prolonged drought and 
grasshopper infestation. Even though 1937 should dish 
us out a similar platter as that of 1936, I am of the 
opinion that with the larger acreage than normal of 
winter wheat and barley sown not only in America but 
in European countries as shown by recent government 
reports, that our feed situation would not be as serious 
as that of the last few years. 


Recent statistics show that the prolonged and con- 
tinuing drain on our dairy cow population by our na- 
tional and state agencies has already depleted our herds 
to a surprising figure. With this practice or procedure 
continuing at its present speed, and with better times 
and the demand for milk and milk products increasing 
at its present rate, I can see nothing other than a big 
demand for good dairy cattle. A year of normal crops 
would only tend to increase this demand. With a good 
demand for milk and dairy cows, I have no fear for the 
future of the Holstein industry. 


VIEW OF DIRECTOR TOM ELDER, NEW ENGLAND 


May I say that speaking generally I believe that the 
outlook for the dairy industry as a whole and the Hol- 
stein breed in particular for 1937, is propitious: 
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The reasons for my optimism are based on several 
developments: 

1. Business as a whole is good and any gen- 
eral business improvement is most certain 
to be felt in the dairy industry. 

2. Consumers of dairy products are increasingly 
more dairy conscious. That is they rec- 

ognize more than ever before the value of 

milk as a Vital part of their food consump- 
tion. 

Public officials are taking more interest 

in the marketing of dairy products and are 

recognizing the need of understanding and 
cooperation with milk producers. 

4. The increasing recognition on the part of 

milk producers for cooperation among them- 

selves so that they may present a more uni- 
fied effort in the solution of problems con- 
cerning breeding, producing and marketing 
their products. Milk producers are no 
longer willing to submit passively to the 
dictation of a few large milk distributors. 

That is very evident in the conflict between 

the {producers and the metropolitan dis- 

tributors here in New England at this time. 

Sales indicate an optimism on the part of 

breeder, both as to quality of animals con- 

signed and prices obtained. 

6. Mr. H. V. Noyes, predicts a brighter out- 
look for Holsteins 1937, and while his New 
Deal proclivities ‘may make him unduly 
optimistic, he has nevertheless shown un- 
usual accuracy in his predictions in years 
past. 


My observations, as you will observe, are quite gen- 
eral and apply to the dairy industry as a whole. My 
reason for this is based on my very definite feeling that 
there should be very close cooperation among the breed 
organizations and with the firm belief that upward 
trend in the dairy industry as a whole will be most 
beneficial to the Holstein breed, which produces such 
a large per cent of all dairy products. 


VIEW OF ROBERT L. FERGUSON, NEBRASKA 

We think conditions will improve for the Nebraska 
breeder, for the mere reason that they couldn’t be much 
worse. Three years of drouth on top of the troubles 
of the depression have made things tough here. As a 
matter of fact, we can’t quite understand how, in a 
purely agricultural area, we are getting along as well 
as we are.

The reduction in numbers of good dairy cattle that 
has taken place should bring better prices as recovery 
sets in. All signs point to more employment in the 
building field, and other industries will make advances 
along with it. Markets for milk should be better on the 
whole than they have been. As mechanization of farms 
continues more population will be drawn to cities year 
by year increasing the milk market. Better cattle and 
greater freedom from disease with lower feed prices, 
if the midwest returns to normal rainfall, should in- 
crease the dairyman’s spread between feed cost and 
sale price. 

But the national government remains unsound; the 
budget remains unbalanced; millions are still on relief 
rolls; strikes fostered by recent government policies 
threaten to change the present industrial upturn into 
industrial uproar. War clouds in Europe fill the future 
with uncertainty. 


Effect of the cheapening of the dollar is just be- 
ginning to show in a sharp way. Further cheapening 
of the value of the dollar is occurring day by day as the 
government borrows to meet deficits. Prices may easily 
sky-rocket in the next year or two. The man who is 
heavily in debt will find this comforting, but the man 
who isn’t may find the cost of things he buys advancing 
faster than that of the things he has to sell. An ever 
increasing burden of taxation is sandwiched in between 
the producer and the consumer. A greater part of the 
consumer’s dollar is going for taxes and the producer 
getting a smaller part. 

As the average dairyman’s position improves, the 
market for purebred seed stock should improve with it. 
The man who has kept at work breeding and tésting 
during the difficult times should find it possible to cash 
in on his work with increasing satisfaction.

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New York Annual Meeting 


Carl G. Wooster New President — Best Year Reported — 
Cortland Wins County Contest 


The New York Holstein-Friesian 
Association held its annual meeting 
January 8 at Rochester, N. Y., with 
about 125 in attendance from all 
parts of the state. It was an en- 
thusiastic gathering and a harmon- 
ious one. 

President Chaffee called the meet- 
ing to order about 11 Friday morn- 
ing, and after the roll call, showing 
twenty of the county clubs repre- 
sented by delegates, his annual 
address was read by the secretary. 
He referred to the selection of a new 
secretary during the past year as one 
of the big problems of the year for 
the Board and congratulated the 
Association on the work of the man 
selected, Mr. Earl Hanson. The re- 
sults of the year, with the largest 
membership in the history of the 
Association, were credited to the 
sound program work which the As- 
sociation is carrying out, and the 
fine cooperation of the members and 
local clubs. He strongly urged con- 
tinuation of this local management, 
rather than turning the program 
over to the National. 

The report of Treasurer Frank 
Wavle, showed expenditures during 
the year of $7,716. $3,147 was re- 
ceived from membership dues and 
$4,041 from the National Associa- 
tion. Expenditures for the year 
were about $500 more than _ re- 
ceipts, the balance on hand in check- 
ing account being $411.44, as of 
December 3 Ralph Tilton reported 
for the auditing committee and the 
treasurer’s report was accepted. 

Secretary Earl Hanson gave a 
detailed report of the year’s activi- 
ties. In addition to having its best 
year for membership (1296), the 
activities of the local clubs were 
well maintained. Twenty-one clubs 
submitted reports in the Extension 
Contest, nearly every one of them 
reporting activities in all divisions 
of the contest. The secretary at- 
tended 54 meetings during the year, 
having a total attendance of 4,465, 
and in addition nine Holstein days. 
Fifteen days were spent on _ herd 
analysis work, 4 general dairy meet- 
ings were attended and two dairy 
tours, and twenty horse extension 
meetings were attended as a part 
of his work for the College. The 
report was accepted. 

M. S. Prescott reported for the 
Milk Committee, stating that the 
Committee had been busy working 
for a better marketing set-up for 
Holstein milk, along the lines previ- 
ously approved by the Association, 
but that the definite results were 
not large to date because of certain 
outside developments in the milk 
market. However, the principle of 
selling milk at a fair differential on 
butter fat content is becoming recog- 
nized and a continuation of the effort 
was recommended. 

Prof. H. A. Willman, a one-man 
committee on Calf Club work, re- 
ported a fine year in this department. 
Effort has been made to set up a 
program on a little higher standard,

which gives recognition to record 
keeping as well as show ring activi- 
ties. 119 record books were turned 
in by Holstein club members for 
the State Contest. The enrollment 
of 1,200 practically doubles the 1929 
figure. 

Director H. V. Noyes was called 
on to make a report on National Hol- 
stein affairs. He reported on the 
various matter considered by the 
Board of Directors at its meeting in 
Chicago in December. 








CARL WOOSTER 
The New President 


Before adjournment for lunch, 
President Chaffee appointed as a 
Nominating Committee, Messrs. E. P. 
Smith, Hugh Hughes and F. A. 
Darling, and as a Resolutions Com- 
mittee, M. S. Prescott, W. D. Brown 
and Jesse Deyo. 

At the afternoon session, Prof. D. 
H. T. Brooks read a letter from Hon. 
Gerrit S. Miller, Peterboro, N. Y., 
joining the Association for 1937 and 
carrying a message of optimism for 
the future. Mr. Miller, who has 
America’s oldest Holstein herd, will 
be 92 years of age later this month. 

Election of Officers

Resolutions Adopted 

M. S. Prescott presented the re- 
port of the Resolutions Committee. 
Unanimous approval was given to the 
following: 

A resolution in testimonial of the 


great loss sustained by the industry 
and this Association in the passing 
of Henry Hiram Wing. 


A resolution of felicitation and 
greeting to the breed’s oldest 
breeder, Hon. Gerrit S. Miller, Peter- 
boro, N. Y. 


A resolution endorsing the State’s 
Milk Advertising Campaign and 
asking that a reasonable sum be set 
aside and ear-marked for funda- 
mental milk research by Cornell 
University. 

A resolution urging New York 
State Fair dairy cattle premiums 
more in keeping with the importance 
of the industry and the size of the 
fair. 

A resolution asking for an appro- 
priation of $50,000 annually to the 
Extension Service of New York State 
Agricultural College Animal Hus- 
bandry Department to promote C. T. 
A. work in cooperation with the 
new Federal plan. 

A resolution approving the merg- 
ing of the Herd Test in the new C. 
T. A. whenever the Board of Direc- 
tors deems the time opportune. 

A resolution approving a market- 
ing program for milk based upon 
butter fat content, with three classes 
set up at retail testing up to 3.6% 
fat, above 3.6% and up to 4.1% and 
a third class above 4.1% fat, with 
differentials of one and two cents 
per quart respectively above the price 
for standard milk with proper pro- 
ducer differentials to compensate for 
higher costs of production involved 
in the higher test milk. 

A resolution of appreciation for 
the hospitality extended at Roch- 
ester. 

The one resolution which provoked 
most discussion was on the contro- 
versial subject of milk control. This 
was introduced by the Ulster County 
representatives, and in view of its 
general interest we . present the 
resolution in full: 

WHEREAS, there has been general 
recovery in business and agriculture 
during the past few years, dairymen 
have not enjoyed as much improve- 
ment as other groups. The price of 
milk received by a great majority of 
dairy farmers in the New York Milk 
Shed is much less than it should be in 
comparison with prices of manufac- 
tured dairy products, and; 
WHEREAS, the various groups of 
dairymen are actually being driven 
further apart, although all agencies 
ask for closer cooperation between 
groups. This apparently is being 
caused by variations in price returns, 
and, 

WHEREAS, the milk control agencies, 

by their diligent and strenuous ef- 

forts were very helpful in quickly 
raising the incomes of dairy farmers 
during the early part of the recovery 

period in 1933 and 1934. Since 1934, 

the increasing difficulties of enforce- 

ment, and widespread evasion of the 
milk control laws, together with the 
tendency of milk production to re- 
spond to higher prices, the early bene- 
fits of price fixing have been largely 
nullified, and 

WHEREAS, the present milk control 
programs were designed to meet an 
emergency situation and are not 
adopted to contribute to the solution

Outlook Symposium 


Ek THINK our readers will be interested in having 
W other views than our own on this subject of the 

1937 outlook for the Holstein industry. Accord- 
ingly, several weeks ago we addressed letters of inquiry 
on the subject to leading breeders, trying to get a cross 
section of opinion from many different sections of the 
country. 

In the first installment of replies published this 
week, as well as the others to follow next time, there is 
a striking unanimity of opinion regarding the outlook. 
Optimism is the keynote, and so well reasoned have been 
the conclusions that we cannot discount it as a blind 
optimism. 

Business is actually better. Final figures from the 
Secretarys’ office shows 78,056 applications for registry 
received during 1936, a gain of 7.06% over the 72,906 
figure for 1935. Transfer applications totalled 43,852 
for 1936, compared with 42,424 for 1935, a gain of 
3.36%, while membership applications totaled 382, a 
52.8% gain over the 1935 figure of 250. Total cash 
receipts were $240,290.94, up nearly $19,000 from 1935, 
while expenditures were $255,163.69, down over $6000 
from 1935. The budget is still not quite in balance, 
but is evidently headed that way. 

The summary of public sale results in 1936 shows 
pleasing progress all along the line —- making it the best 
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year in this department since 1930. More animals were 
sold; the average price was 22% higher and individual 
prices reached new levels since pre-depression days. A 
busy year of public sales is already shaping up for 1937, 
with most of the fixture annual events already making 
aggressive plans. 

We do not expect the time will ever come when 
every last owner of a pure bred dairy herd of any breed 
will find the business a profitable one. We have never 
had it in the past, even in the boom times of 1917 to 
1920. There were complaints even then from some 
breeders that sales of surplus stock could not be made 
at a profitable level. 

The same thing is true in any line of business. There 
is no sure-fire guarantee of profits regardless of the 
brains and energy and sound management that are put 
into it. Holstein breeders who have “put their houses 
in order’’; who are breeding good cattle; who have had 
a combination of good fortune and good judgment in 
maintaining proper standards of herd health; who have 
both type and production in their herds, and who will 
merchandise them intelligently, we think may look for- 
ward with confidence to a good year in 1937. 


First Sign of Spring 

IRST SIGN of spring has just made its appearance 
F here—the annual notice that time has arrived for 

nominations of delegates to the annual June con- 
vention. Blank petitions will be sent to all members 
within the next week. March 4 is the dead-line for filing 
the completed nominations. 

Members should take a persunal interest in making 
nominations, for unless nominations are made from a 
state, it is impossible for that state to lave representa- 
tions in the Convention. It is always desirable to have 
more candidates than there are delegates to be elected, 
so that alternates may be available in case any elected 
delegate is unable to attend. It won’t be long now. 


Canadian Annual Meeting 


OTICE has been given to members that the 54th 
IN annua meeting of the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 

tion of Canada will be held at Toronto, Ont., Wed- 
nesday, February 3. The Royal York Hotel will be 
headquarters. Older members will please take particular 
notice that the meeting comes on Wednesday, rather than 
Thursday, which was for many years the regular date. 

An interesting program has been arranged. The re- 
ports of officers will show a record-breaking volume of 
business for the Association. Proposals for by-law 
amendments are not numerous. Most important would 
continue regularly the fee of $1.00 to members for 
registering females under 1 year of age. This was tem- 
porarily reduced from $1.50 under a moratorium plan 
in 1933 and the Executive Committee now recommends 
that the reduction be made permanent. Election of ten 
Ontario directors will also be elected by members from 
Ontario. 

The annual banquet will be held Wednesday eve- 
ning, with Mr. B. K. Sandwell, Editor of Saturday Night, 
as principal speaker. There will also be a varied pro- 
gram of entertainment, followed by a dance with Lou 
Sniderman’s popular 10-piece orchestra in attendance. 
Banquet tickets will be only $1.00 as usual. Special 
rates are given by Canadian railroads, and also by the 
Royal York Hotel.

Good News From Elmwood 


ROBABLY the high spot of interest in the advertise- 
P ing announcements this week is Bob Rasmussen’s 

statement on the back cover regarding the decision 
of the Elmwood Trustees to continue the Elmwood Herd 
on the same basis as before. While many breeders had 
been making their plans to attend and purchase foun- 
dation animals in the final section of the dispersal next 
April, there will be general gratification that the herd 
is to go on in the same active way as in the past. It has 
made a real contribution to Holstein progress; hundreds 
of breeders are closely identified with the Elmwood King 
Bessie lines of breeding, and to these men directly it 
means much that the foundation head of the family is 
to be continued actively and that the work of develop- 
ment will go on. To the industry at large, it is also 
significant, because the passing of an establishment like 
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Elmwood always leaves a gap that cannot be quite 
filled. 

The sale last November in which 150 head averaged 
$507 wrote important history, demonstrated the breadth 
of interest in the Elmwood breeding program and we 
understand was really the basis for the change of heart 
experienced by the other Elmwood Trustees in regard to 
the complete liquidation of the herd. 


We think 1937 is starting off with bright prospects. 
The Elmwood decision serves further to strengthen our 
belief.

IRST FAMOUS son of King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 
F was the young bull named King Bessie Korndyke 

Ormsby. His dam, a daughter of K P O P 50th which 
died before she could make a production record, he was 
spotted by Dick Paul and purchased by E. O. Paul & 
Son, Cambridge City, Ind. Elmwood retained a showing 
interest and as a bull calf in 1929, he burned up the cir- 
cuit, going on to All-American honors that year; again 
as a senior yearling; still again as a 2-year-old and 
finally as a 38-year-old. Between show seasons, he was 
in service in the Paul herd, and there has left a wonder- 
ful impress of his own type, with production by his 
daughters that has set new state marks in several in- 
stances. One of his daughters was All-American Senior 
Yearling Heifer in 1934. At the National Dairy Show 
this year his Get of Sire won first prize and the coveted 
Bob Haeger Memorial Trophy. 


Heading this group was the sensational 3-year-old 
bull, King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 14th, a _ son 
of King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby and Popevale Lady 
Ollie Denver (643.8 lbs. fat), one of the great Paul 
Farms cows. This bull had won his class handily and 
went through to reserve grand championship under the 
Wisconsin ‘“‘Prince’’ bull that later was selected as All- 
American aged bull. Twice before during the season 
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when these two bulls had met, the 3-year-old had placed 
over the aged bull. 


With King Bessie Korndyke Ormsby 14th, history 
was to some extent repeating itself. Just as Elmwood, 
breeder of K B K O, got the show ring benefit from his 
distinguished winnings, while Paul Farms were doing 
the work with him between show seasons, so with K B 
K O 14th. Paul Farms, the breeders, have been getting 
the show ring benefits, while Alfred M. Paper, Stockton, 
Iowa, has had the active ownership and herd service. 
And the son, according to all reports, is doing a iob 
here worthy of his heritage. For each of the past two 
successful show seasons for this bull, he has come direct 
from his Iowa home to start the show season with Dick 
Paul’s entourage at Springfield, Ill. Now we understand 
Dick has re-purchased a full half interest, and K B K O 
14th will henceforth have enlarged opportunities for 
service in keeping with his outstanding prospects as a 
sire. Aged bulls of 1937 are keeping a weather eye in 
this direction. 


THE RAMBLING SAGE 


Well, here it is on towards the last of January and 
how many of those good New Year’s resolutions have you 
kept. Right now would be a good time to take stock 
of the herd that you have been building and ascertain if 
you have made progress during the past twelve months, 
have you really accomplished the things that you started 
out to accomplish a year ago? If it is not you have 
fallen down somewhere along the line. Why not sell off 
a few of those light milkers that stand at the far end 
of the barn or some of those heifers that you have out 
in the old horse barn. They might as well be disposed 
of and the feed and care given to some of your better 
stock. Now do not start to tell me that all of your 
stock is A No. 1, for I know better and you do yourself 
If you have been planning on a new herd sire why not 
buy one now? The market is advancing every day and 
usually the better breeding establishments (advertisers 
in the World of course) have some fine young bulls that 
can be bought well worth the money at this time. A 
real herd bull can make you more money and bring you 
more satisfaction as his progeny develop than can a 
like amount of money invested in any other way. 

Right now would be a good time to write ‘“‘Hod”’ Nor- 
ton about entering your herd in the Herd Test or in 
Advanced Registry work. We never have pneen able to 
see the sense of any breeder of registered stock carrying 
on year after year in the local Cow Testing Association 
work (am I sticking out my neck or not) when for a 
few additional dollars he can have his cows given credit 
in the Red Book for their production and the results 
made available for future generations. I am not opposed 
to C. T. A. work or any sort of testing work but, I 
really do think that C. T. A. work should be a stepping 
stone towards Herd Test work just the same as Herd 
Test work should be an advance step toward Advanced 
Registry work. 

Then again, now is the time to start thinking about 
the Fall shows. Just remember when you see the Blue 
Ribbon winners this Fall that their owners did not start 
to bring them into show shape just the week before the 
shows. Right now the boys that will be leading the 
parade next year are laying awake nights figuring out 
just what they will have to feed certain animals so that 
they will be right in bloom when Axel says ‘‘Der dey 
are.”’ 


Laying all jokes aside, the boys that should be on 
the pay rolls of the National Association are the ones 
that milk and feed the test cows and show the cattle at 
the shows either large or small. They are the ones that 
really make the Holstein breed. 


Now that all of you have their All-American calen- 
ders stuck up on the barn door I suggest that in order to 
test your memory that you try to name offhand the All- 
American Aged Bulls or the All-American Aged Cows 
since the All-American idea was instituted in 1922 by 
our good friend, Frank Price. Not so easy is it? I was 
looking over some old World’s the other night and I 
found a poem that Frank used at the end of his ‘‘Rough- 
age’? column in the 1928 Christmas issue of the World, 
and I am repeating it right here as I think that it repre- 
sents in a way the sort of life that Frank lived.

A little less kicking a man when he’s down; 
‘ A little more ‘‘we’”’ and a little less ‘‘I’’,

A fewer on graves at the end of the strife. 


One of the spiciest bits of reading that I have en- 
joyed in a long time is the report of the Pellissier Com- 
mittee in the late issue of the World. I understand that 
the U. S. Government has offered the use of one of its 
large storehouses at Manatuska, Alaska, without charge 
for the use of the Association. They offer free light and 
plenty of free heat. I really do not see why the offices 
cannot be moved to Alaska. Most of us carry on our 
dealings with the Association by mail anyway, and with 
this six cent air mail postage the cost will not be much 
more than it is now. The employees could live on whale 
meat and snowballs. All that are in favor of this pro- 
posal get their names in early for nomination as dele- 
gates.

. MERGING HERD TEST WITH C. T. A. 

“As to the thought of consolidating Herd Test and 
C. T. A. work, I am very dubious of the wisdom of doing 
so. It has been my hope that our Herd Test would 
eventually supplant A. R. testing and we seem to have 
been moving that way for the past couple of years. 
This would be sound progress. There is so much that is 
fundamentally wrong with the philosophy of A. R. test- 
ing. Consolidating Herd Test with C. T. A. work serve 
to put more confidence in A. R. records and less in 
Herd Test records on animals for sale. Assuredly the 
A. R. records are more carefully supervised but just as 
assuredly most A. R. records are influenced greatly by 
the human factor of handling the few cows on A. R. 
Test. Herd Test records today are fully as reliable as 
are A. R. records from the standpoint of accuracy and 
they represent a much sounder philosophy of record 
keeping. We must continue to advance such philosophy. 
Herd testing by our Holstein Association is on a high 
plane and is distinctive and above C. T. A. work. To 
submerge it in C. T. A. work at this time is to lose 
these decided advantages and I fear will drive many of 
us back to A. R. work. 


Work out a plan of recognizing and recording per- 
manently C. T. A. records as such. It is highly im- 
portant to do so. Continue to subsidize the Herd Test 
and charge enough for A. R. records to pay their way. 

I am for records, all we can get, but I think we are 
making splendid progress as we now stand and I am 
fearful of turning our registered cattle business over to 
the Federal Government. The Government should rec- 
ognize the fundamental importance of the testing work 
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which we are now doing and should provide funds to 
help in this work. Our Breed Associations are deserving 
to be recognized as representing cattle which are dis- 
tinctly superior. This distinction must continue. The 
past attitude from the Federal Government toward our 
Registered Cattle Business offers little hope that they 
can run our business of keeping records as well as we 
can do it ourselves. 

I would hope that my fears are groundless; never- 
theless, they exist.” ...

“TI was very much interested to note in the report of 
the board meeting the possibility of changes with regard 
to the Herd Improvement tests, and it does seem to me 
that it is quite possible to get together on this thing in 
such a way that the Bureau of Dairy Industry with their 
facilities and funds could handle this test very well. 

As I understand it the Herd Test now costs the as- 
sociation quite a bit, and it seems to me that that if the 
association was freed of that expense they could spend 
quite a lot in extension work and the use of the records 
which would include those herds in association testing 
that are not included in the Herd Test now. 


The more I see of the testing work, and the more I 
study the business of breeding dairy cattle, the more 
I am impressed with the necessity of additional records 
even though we may not be willing to stake our lives 
on the exact accuracy to the second decimal place of 
such records. 

Personally, I feel that the breeding of better cattle 
will be advanced much further by a very large number 
of records which may not be quite so carefully and ex- 
actly supervised, than by a very small number of scrup- 
ulously checked and double checked. I know that this 
does not coincide with the feeling of many people, but I 
am convinced of soundness nevertheless. 


I believe that the government set-up is such that it 
may be a very opportune time for the breed association 
to turn at least the Herd Test work over to the bureau, 
since they seem to be on an expanding program in so 
far as production records are concerned. As a matter of 
fact it would seem to me that even the advanced registry 
work could be carried on by them at much less expense 
than it is at present by the four different breed associa- 
tions, since there must, of necessity, be a great deal of 
duplication under the present set-up. 


The breed associations will naturally have complete 
and every access to all records, and since they would 
be relieved of the supervision of these records, and the 
cost incident thereto, I believe that they could do a 
much better job of research on the records and publish- 
ing them.” .

When Howard Swanzey, secre- 
tary of the Illinois Holstein Associa- 
tion, visited the successful meeting 
of the Wisconsin association in 
Monroe last year he decided that 
Illinois should try out the two-day 
plan. Freeport was selected as the 
place to try the experiment. Every- 
thing was well organized with com- 
mittees to look after the entertain- 
ment, program, tours and banquet. 
However, when January 7th arrived, 
the first day of the meeting, every- 
thing was under control except the 
weather man. In spite of ice-cov- 
ered windshields and roads, the at- 
tendance was the largest in the his- 
tory of the organization with over 
four hundred at the banquet. 


President Buford opened the meet- 
ing in the Freeport Hotel and pre- 
sided at each session for the two 
days. Prof. C. §. Rhode of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois headed the pro- 
gram with a talk on breeding and 
giving the results obtained by Illi- 
nois Holstein herds on test in dairy 
herd improvement associations. He 
was followed by Prof. G. Bohstedt, 
University of Wisconsin, who talked 
on the mineral requirements of live- 
stock, Prof. Bohstedt said that 
dairy cattle usually do not need 
added minerals, except salt, when 
they are fed plenty of legume hay 
and the grain mixture contains 20% 
or more of some high phosphorus 
high protein feed such as bran, lin- 
seed meal, cottonseed meal or com- 
binations of them. Free access to 
a box of bone meal and another con- 
taining salt is usually all that is 
necessary to balance the mineral re- 
quirements of dairy cows. Prof. 
Bohstedt then showed his colored 
movies of the Texas Centennial 
and the National Dairy Show. These 
pictures included the presentation of 
‘Daisy’’, the world’s record Holstein 
cow, to Governor Allred of Texas. 
Mr. Bohstedt should be crowned the 
amateur movie champion for his won- 
derful colored photography. 

A tour to the W. T. Rawleigh Ideal 
Farms was made where the fine Hol- 
stein herd was inspected. Prof. 
Rhode gave a demonstration on what 
to look for in selecting 4-H calves. 
He stressed the importance of pro- 
duction and good type. Incidentally, 
the Rawleigh Farms retail Holstein 
milk in Freeport and the demand is 
so great that a waiting list is main- 
tained. 


The Banquet 

Everyone present at the banquet 
held in the Masonic Temple, con- 
ceded that this was the finest Hol- 
stein event ever held by the state 
association. National Director W. L. 
Baird said it had more of the aspect 
of a national affair. 

Marvin Fairchild, chairman of the 
banquet committee, led the commun- 
ity singing with his usual vim, vigor 
and vitality. When his professional 
entertainers failed to show up on 
account of the icy roads he was wor- 
ried, but a little close harmony de- 
veloped by Dusty Rhode, Earl 
Cooper, Joe Eves, Albert Wolf and 
Walter Huck saved the day. Earl 
J. Cooper, former director of the Ex-

tension Service, served as toastmas- 
ter. Joe Eves gave an inspirational 
talk in which he stressed the im- 
portance of keeping the purebred 
superior to the grade and for greater 
promotion and advertising by Hol- 
stein organizations. 


Prof. L. Grabar of the University 
of Wisconsin, gave an illustrated talk 
on ‘‘What Is New in Agriculture.” 
He cited the wonderful increase in 
alfalfa acreage in the central states 
and the development of disease re- 
sistant varieties. A second big chance 
in agriculture is the growing of 
hybrid corn and the third has been 
the growing of canary grass on low 
swampy land. On behalf of the IIli- 
nois Holstein Association, E. M. 
Clark awarded gold medals to sev- 
eral breeders. Mr. Gratello, man- 
ager of the Rawleigh Farms, was 
awarded a medal for developing the 
cow which will likely head the 500 
pound butterfat club with a record 
of over 800 pounds of fat. Arthur 
Mudd, herdsman at Rawleighs, was 
awarded a medal in recognition for 
his work in milking and caring for 
the cow. John McQuaid, herdsman 
at Mooseheart Farms, was recognized 
for his eight years of work in de- 
veloping the highest producing herd 
in Illinois on Herd Improvement 
Registry test last year with an av- 
erage of 507 pounds of butterfat. 
James Cornue of Hebron received 
a medal for the wonderful record 
made by his herd in dairy herd im- 
provement association work with an 
average of over 400 pounds of fat 
for 16 consecutive years and reach- 
ing a top of 504 pounds last year. 


Bonnie Glad, a Freeport girl, won 
the purebred Holstein heifer calf 
given away by the Stephenson 
County Holstein Club and the Raw- 
leigh Farms. This young lady is 
reported to be engaged to a farm 
lad who has Holsteins and to whom 


she presented her prize calf. Per- 
haps this will be the start of another 
purebred herd of Holsteins in 
Stephenson County. 


Second Day 


The second day was started off 
with a tour through the Kraft- 
Phoenix cheese plant in Freeport. 
This plant is the last word in a 
modern, sanitary food processing fac- 
tory and it is the largest cheese 
processing establishment in the 
world with a daily capacity of a mil- 
lion pounds of cheese. 


Reports made by representatives of 
all the county and district organiza- 
tions took up the balance of the 
morning. E. M. Clark gave a re- 
port of the fieldwork done in Illinois 
the past year. At noon, the Prairie 
Farmer radio station WLS, broad- 
cast their dinner-bell hour right from 
the dining room. Several breeders 
present were called upon for short 
talks over the radio. Pres. Buford 
led off with remarks about the or- 
ganization, Mrs. Buford talked about 
Holstein milk. Albert Wolf said a 
few words about local organizations, 
Howard Swanzey spoke of the en- 
thusiasiam of the Holstein breeders 
in their business, E. M. Clark 
awarded a silver medal to Kenneth 
Cross of Davis the Illinois State 
Champion 4-H Holstein Boy for 1936, 
County Agent J. V. Banter told about 
the importance of the dairy industry 
in northern Illinois and Marvin Fair- 
child talked about the true type 
models which graced the speakers’ 
table. The broadcast was super- 
vised by Arthur Page of WLS. 


The regular business session of the 
organization held in the afternoon 
concluded the deliberations of the 
association. Sec.-Treas. J. Howard 
Swanzey gave his reports of the 
year’s activities. Breeders elected to

There is certainly great room for improvement in 
the Holstein breed. Look at the cattle in an average 
Holstein sale, note the great variation in type of the 
breed, the great number of poor udders, and the number 
of second- and third-rate purebred cattle which are 
still offered as seed stock. The Association has great 
room for accomplishment. We must improve type and 
at the same time eliminate the counterfeits that are 
Masquerading as superior cows merely because they 
have a registration certificate. 

VIEW OF DIRECTOR J. HOMER REMSBERG, 

MARYLAND 

The breeders of purebred Holsteins as well as other 
live stock producers, are working in the midst of high 
feed costs now and will continue to do so through the 
early part of 1937, at least. Therefore, at present, we 
are in a less favorable position perhaps than the cash 
grain producers in sections where the 1936 crops were 
average or better. 

In our particular section of the country, namely, 
the milk sheds of Philadelphia, Baltimore, Washington 
and Richmond, and in some of our southern states, 
the crops were nearly average with the exception of 
hay which was a short crop. We have had an increase 
in the price of milk in the four large markets named 
above and in most of the smaller markets, which par- 
tially offsets the increase in the prices of feeds.

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This situation has resulted in close culling of our 
dairy herds. Also with feed costs high and the price 
of cows not high, comparatively speaking, there has 
not been much incentive to raise an unusually large 
number of heifer calves this fall and winter; probably 
not many more than will be needed to replace the old 
cows in the herds. As a matter of fact, in going from 
farm to farm in our section of the country, [ have found 
very few good surplus cows for sale; fewer than for 
many years, and I believe this condition will continue 
through 1937 and perhaps several years longer. 

This situation, coupled with the increased purchasing 
power of the consumer, and increased farm income in 
most sections of our country, will result in further 
improvement in the Holstein industry during the year 
1937. With crop production somewhere near normal, 
I think we can confidently look forward to a moderate 
increase in business for our industry this year over 1937. 

VIEW OF DIRECTOR MARTIN J. SHERIDAN, JR., 

NEW JERSEY 


Regarding the prospects for the Holstein breed in 
1937, I am so thoroughly convinced that better things 
are in store for us that I am planning to materially 
increase our herd this year. Our dairy products gales 
warrant it. In fact, we have been working on the pian 
for the past three months and have already made con- 
siderable progress in building up our production of 
milk and our facilities for sales. 

As the working man obtains better wages and more 
steady employment, the consumption of milk and dairy 
products will increase. This has been true for the past 
few months, and all indications point to a steady in- 
crease in 1937. This means a better demand for dairy 
cows and better prices. 

As far as the Holstein breeder is concerned, as the 
demand for milk increases and the tremendous de- 
pression surpluses vanish, you will hear less about our 
butterfat problems. As the farmer gets more money 
in his pocket and his replacements get higher in cost, 
his mind will turn to breeding his own. This will 
mean an increasingly better demand for good seed stock 
and the breeder who has been testing his herd for pro- 
duction and who is using bulls of proven merit will 
receive the rewards of his efforts. 

I look for good business in 1937, and expect the 
Black and Whites to be riding on the crest of the wave. 


VIEW OF M. M. CAMPBELL, IOWA 

It is our opinion that 1937, will be a real good year 
for the Holstein industry as a whole. During 1936 and 
especially during the past six months, there has been 
an ever increasing demand for good breeding stock, 
especially bulls. There has been an eagerness in this 
demand, and a willingness to pay better prices for the 
better stock, which has been lacking for the past five 
years or more. 

Activity in the purebred industry, no matter what 
the species, or breed of animal, has always set its pace 
pretty much with the trend of the times in relation to 
business and agriculture. As industrial and agricultural 
activities and prices accelerate or diminish, likewise 
prices, interest, and activity in any purebred business. 


All business and industrial prophesies, by and large, 
predict 1937 a more prosperous year than any since 
the late twenties, so we expect the Holstein industry 
will benefit by getting in for its share of this increased 
prosperity. More grade breeders are endeavoring to 
change to some purebreds in using purebred bulls, and 
better purebred bulls, where they have formerly been 
“setting along.” There has been an increasing demand 
for foundation stock by farmers and industrial men-who 
desire to stock a newly acquired farm or farms, with 
purebred stock. We expect a steady increase in this 
type of demand. Our own farms have experienced the 
best demand for stock the last two months in 1936, and 
already in 1937, than we have for a long time. 

We do not expect much of a raise in the price of 
dairy products, but we do expect greater consumption of 
them, which should help the dairy producer as a whole. 
VIEW OF DIRECTOR E. E. FREEMAN, CALIFORNIA 

Taking all the facts into serious consideration and 
keeping our enthusiasm down to normal, in my opinion, 
1937 should find Holstein-Friesian cattle making a 
gradual but substantial gain in popularity. They have

testing in Class B and by the end 
of the current year expects to have 
completed more junior two-year-old 
records above 700 lbs. fat in B than 
any other herd in the country.

than any other breed of dairy cattle, they have proven 
this in the past. 


The future is in the hands of our breeders and our 
association. Since I have been fortunte enough to be- 
come associated with a large number of our breeders 
I feel confident the breeding, testing, health, and other 
requirements in building up the standard of our breed 
will be taken care of in a very competent manner. I 
feel assured your National Association is giving its best 
and ask your hearty cooperation and constructive 
criticism in building the future welfare of the Holstein- 
Friesian breed. 

VIEW OF SUPT. H. W. NORTON, JR. 

It is the last day of the year and we are able to 
look back with considerable satisfaction on the im- 
provement shown in general conditions. With millions 
yet unemployed or employed on government relief proj- 
ects, we cannot say that recovery is fully achieved, but 
it is surely on its way. Farm purchasing power has 
been above 92 per cent of prewar levels for the past six 
months—the first since 1929. Increasing employment 
in industry and resulting increased purchasing power 
of labor will stimulate consumption of dairy products 
and on this basis the Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
at Washington forecasts some further improvement in 
prices of dairy products as well as for dairy cattle for 
the next few years. This will be offset in many sections 
during the current winter feeding season by the scarcity 
and high prices of feed. On the whole, however, the 
prospects appear bright for the industry for the next 
few years. 

Prices improved materially during 1936 and 3,000 
registered Holsteins of both sexes and all ages sold in 
the public sale rings of the country brought an average 
price of $171 per head and we expect higher prices in 
1937. Progress during 1936 is reflected in the work 
of the Advanced Registry Office. The Advanced Regis- 
try year coincides with the calendar year, and it will be 
some time before we can finish closing this year’s work 
and announce the results, but a brief survey of the 
yearly records thus far completed is in order: We find 
fourteen records over 1,000 lbs. fat, headed by Carna- 
tion Ormsby Butter King with her all-time record of 
38,606 Ibs. milk and 1,402 lbs. fat, and five others from 
1,100 to 1,290 lbs. fat. Beside these 1,000-lb. fat rec- 
ords, we have 60 between 800 and 1,000 lbs. fat and 
290 others over 600 Ibs. fat. At the close of the year 
we had 246 1,000-lb. fat cows and 166 30,000-lb. milk 
cows. 


But the Herd Improvement Test has made greatest 
progress. During the past herd test year 413 herds 
completed a year on test as compared to 258 a year 
ago. These 413 herds included 8,565 cows and heifers 
of all ages and their average production for the year 
was 11,044 lbs. milk, 3.46% fat and 381.9 ibs. fat. 
Fifteen of the 413 herds averaged over 500 lbs. fat per 
cow, 124 ranged between 400 and 500 and 238 others 
exceeded 300 lbs. fat per cow. At present we have over 
500 herds on test and the number is gradually in- 
creasing. 

Herd Classification showed greater activity during 
the year than any time since 1930, with 24 herds in- 
cluding 676 animals classified. This brings us to a 
grand total of 4,678 animals classified, and we expect 


the work in this department to make further gains in 
1937. 


We have passed through a very difficult period, but it 
is now behind us and we are definitely on the up-grade 
The future looks bright. Let us start the new year 
with renewed faith in the Black and White cow and 
renewed energy and determination to do our part to 
improve the breed. 


I wish to express my very high opinion of the splen- 
did work done by your paper, the Holstein-Friesian 
World. It is of the greatest value to me, as it enables 
me to keep fully informed of the doings in the great 
Friesian herds in America. Please accept my very 
sincere thanks for sending us your paper for so many 
years.

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OXFORD BULL CLUB MEETS 


A sort of get-together meeting, 
the attendance made up by mem- 
bers of the Oxford County Proven 
Bull Club, was held in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Office, Wood- 
stock, Ont., on the afternoon of 
Thursday, January 14. President 
G. R. Row of Curries Crossing pre- 
sided and after the minutes of the 
last meeting were presented by Sec- 
retary Douglas Hart, discussion pro- 
ceeded along very informal lines as 
to the best method of procedure in 
advertising the proven sires of Ox- 
ford. On this point there was con- 
siderable discussion as to the quali- 
fications of a proven sire. With the 
view of arriving at some definite set 
standard, Geo. M. Clemons, Secre- 
tary, Holstein Friesian Association 
of Canada, was present by request, 
and from Association Records had 
prepared  ten-generation pedigree 
charts of the well known Canadian 
proven sires Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst and Sir Romeo Mildred Colan- 
tha 6th. These pedigrees were pre- 
sented on a daughter-dam compari- 
son, with the view of showing to 
what extent it was possible to raise 
both milk production and butterfat 
through the use of, sires that were 
known to be of high production and 
high fat parentage. In case of the 
former sire which is the more fa- 
miliar to Eastern Canada breeders, 
it was shown that the Pabst bull on 
a daughter-dam comparison in- 
creased the record of his 67 tested 
daughters from the 15,496 lbs. milk 
3.72 test, of their dams, to 15,806 
Ibs. milk and 3.98% fat, which is 
a very substantial increase for both 
milk and _6 fat. The 2-year-old 
daughters, 37 in all, showed a pro- 
duction of 14,498 lbs. 3.93% milk 
as compared with the average of 13,- 
414 lbs. milk 3.8% fat of their dams. 
Similar increases were also shown 
in the case of the British Columbia 
sire Sir Romeo Mildred Colantha 6th. 


From Mr. Clemons’ analysis it 
would seem that there is wide dif- 
ference of opinion between the views 
presented and those expressed by C. 
L. Clevenger, exponent of the Mount 
Hope Index System, who addressed 
this meeting some five or six weeks 
ago. 

Mr. W. H. Parkinson, First Vice 
President, of the parent association,

Braeburn Farm_ is considerably 
older than the Province of Saskat- 
chewan and is somewhat older than 


the lines of steel which now cut 
through it. It was in 1882, a few 
years before the’ rebellion, that 
Robert K. Thomson, father of the 


present owner, Benj. H. Thomson set 
out from Brandon, which then mark- 
ed the end of the steel, in a Red 
River Cart for the little explored and 
very thinly populated West. Ben, as 
he is popularly known, is the Direr 
tor for Saskatchewan Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of Canada and it is 
doubtful if anyone has done more 
than he has for the advancement of 
the breed in the Province. 

Braeburn was started as a grain 
farm and although much of the 
farm land is still used for grain grow- 
ing Holsteins have been prominent 
in the scheme of things since 1910 
when the first pure bred heifers were 
introduced into the herd of milch 
cows, 

Among these foundation animals 
was Grace Pledge DeKol who pro- 
duced 99 pounds of milk in a day 
and was the first 20,000 pound cow 
on the prairies. In addition others 
of the group made class_ records 
which were the highest in the prairie 
provinces at the time. Production 
records have always been kept and 
many of the cows developed at Brae- 
burn have stook up close to the class 
leaders in ‘tanada. Flossy Segis

secutive years by the Braeburn herd 
and Braeburn cows have shown an 
average fat production of well over 
300 pounds for seven consecutive 
years. 
Realizing that improvement would 
come largly through the bulls used, 
the owners of Braeburn has always 
made a careful study of pedigrees be- 
fore making selections and much at- 
tention has been given to securing 
good sires. The first sire at Braeburn 
was King Canary who was’'7 made 
Grand Champion at Moose Jaw and 
Regina in 1912. King Canary left a 
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lot of strong typy heifers that show- 
ed particularly good production. The 
next bull was Rag Apple Korndyke 
18th whose daughters were a splen- 
did lot of individuals and were con- 
sistently persistent producers. Boutsje 
Prince DeKol the next sire was Grand 
Champion at Moose Jaw in 1913. In 
his pedigeree is found such record 
making strains as Johanna Rue, King 
Segis and Evergreen March. Follow- 
ing Boutsje Prince DeKol, was Aristo- 
crat Pontiac Mechthilde obtained 
from Henry Stevens and Son of New 
York and while not a showy bull 
himself left a lot of good cows among

CALL FOR COLONY FARM 

In checking Holstein-Friesian rec- 
ords for 1936 it looks as if the pest 
production story of the year comes 
from out of the west, by a wide nar- 
gin. The reference is to the far 
western province of British Colum- 
bia, and the institution responsible, 
Colony Farm of Essondale, which is 
under the supervision of Pete Moore 
past president of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of Canada. 


It is evident that at Colony Farm 
there is quite a sizable herd, for rea- 
son of the fact that in the monthly 
reports for the 12 months period 
ending December 1936 as issued by 
the Record of Performance Office, 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, there appears in the 
two-year-old classification 20 home 
bred heifers that have completed 
tests during the year. 


Few herds, have so large a num 
ber of two year heifers calving for 
test in one year. The real story how- 
ever, is not in the number of ani- 
mals, but rather the year average of 
those 20 heifers all from one herd 
and all on test. The figures, 17,011.45 
Ibs. milk, 573 lbs. fat, an average 
for two year heifers that has prob- 
ably never been even closely ap- 
proached in the herd of any other 
breeding establishment on this con- 
tinent.

Almost a quarter century ago, in 
1913, a shipment of Canadian Hol- 
steins was exported to New Zealand, 
among them a heifer that was des- 
tined to play a great part in the 
building of the breed in that country. 
She was Burkeyje Sylvia Posch, a sis- 
ter to famed May Echo Sylvia and 
bred by Hon. A. C. Harry at his Avon- 
dale Farm at Brockville, Ont. She 
was purchased by Rosevale Farm in 
New Zealand, owned by the late H. 
North and now carried on by his son. 
In the Rosevale herd she made seven

V S Kilt Pauline 1315681 completed her yearly record on October 20th and is credited with 27,708.5 lbs. milk, 3.6 per cent 
fat and 1,001.9 lbs. fat in 365 days. She freshened at the age of 7 years, 2 months, 11 days and was tested in Classification A. Her 
sire is U Neb Matador Kilt 458455 and her dam is Varsity Derby Pauline 944649. She was bred by the University of Nebraska, 
Valentine Substation, Valentine, Nebraska, and is now owned by the University of Nebraska, Lincoln, Nebraska. In the lacta- 
tion period just completed, she had 16 official test periods of which one was a retest and two were check tests conducted by 
supervisors from Iowa. Her production of 1,001.9 Ibs. fat makes her the 244th Holstein-Friesian cow to produce more than 1,000 
Ibs. fat in a year. This was Pauline’s first test for Advanced Registry but previous to this time she was in the Herd Test while 
a member of the Valentine Substation herd for three consecutive lactations, producing over 640 lbs. fat each year and totaling

The Government of New Zealand, 
since August 1, has been guaran- 
teeting producers of butter and 
cheese a minimum price whether the 
products are sold in New Zealand or 
exported. This action is authorized 
by the recently enacted Primary 
Products Act, under which the Gov- 
ernment becomes the owner of all 
butter and cheese produced in New 
Zealand, and will dispose of these 
commodities in British and other 
foreign markets.

According to reports received by 
the United States Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, any profits made 
over and above the guaranteed price 
will go to the dairying industry and 
any losses by reason o: differences 
between the guaranteed price and 
the price realized will be borne by 
the state. 

A recent cable to the Bureau from 
American Consul General Bucklin, 
at Wellington, states that the guar- 
anteed prices for butter have been 
fixed for the year August 1, 1936, to 
September 30, 1937, at 117s. 3d, @ 
ewt. (21.2 cents a lb.) for first grade 
creamery butter, and at 107s. 11d. 
a ewt. (19.5 cents a lb.) for whey 
butter. 

New Zealand is the second largest 
butter exporting country, being ex- 
ceeded only by Denmark. It is the 
world’s leading exporter of cheese. 
Large quantities of casein, milk 
powder and condensed milk also are 
shipped out. 

The program seeks to stop specu- 
lation in New Zealand butter and 
cheese in British markets and to 
preserve the identity of New Zea- 
land products. It contemplates also 
the regulation of shipments to Brit- 
ish ports so as to avoid excessive 
concentration in any one market.

One of our Minnesota subscribers 
reports an interesting breeding ex- 
perience in trying to breed for high 
test. He states that he had a herd 
averaging six cows that tested for 
all of three generations about 3.7%, 
individuals ranging from 3.2 to 4.2%, 
He bought a bull of high-testing an- 
cestry, the dam having a _ record 
showing a test of 3.67%, she being 
by a bull that has sired many high 
testing daughters. The sire of this 
bull, also, was from a high testing 
family, his sire being a son of a 4% 
record cow.

The Iowa Holstein Breeders have 
several meetings recently to study 
results of the past year’s activities 
and to make plans for 1937. 

On December ist, approximately 
100 breeders. attended the annual 
meeting. Glen Householder of Wis- 
consin was the principal speaker on 
the program. He urged the Iowa 
breeders to study the science of 
breeding cattle and to advertise our 
dairy products. Bob Geiger spoke on 
some of the problems confronting the 
Holstein breeders in the market milk 
areas. 

As a result of the discussion, de- 
finite action was taken by the Asso- 
ciation to try to get the National As- 
sociation to give some financial aid 
to the Dairy Cattle Congress for 
prizes. 

A committee was appointed to go 
to Chicago to meet with the Exten- 
sion Committee of the National As- 
sociation to see if some satisfactory 
arrangement by which Iowa could be 
served by a field man from the Na- 
tional office. This committee con- 
sisted of O. L. Hamer, Fred Pieplow 
and H. O. Larsen. 

The following officers were elect- 
ed: President, O. L. Hamer, Water- 
loo; Directors at large, D. H. Ellis, 
Greene; H. O. Larsen, Dike; Floyd 
Johnston, Ames; Paul P. Stewart, 
Maynard; kK. D. Hatch, Cherokee; 
Fred Pieplow, Aurora; W..- D. 
Mitchell, Reinbeck. 


Following the adjournment of the 
annual meeting the Board of Direc- 
tors met and selected K. D. Hatch for 
Vice-president, George Mark as Se- 
cretary and D. H. Ellis for Treasurer. 
Also, H. O. Larsen and Paul P. Stew- 
art were elected to the Executive 
Committee. 


On December 2ist the Executive 
Committee met at Waterloo. The 
committee which had gone to Chi- 
cago to discuss arrangements for a 
field man reported and after some 
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Hold Meetings 


discussion the group decided to con- 
tinue under the present plan. 

Three committees were also ap- 
pointed; one to prepare a budget for 
1937, one to work out ways and 
means of reducing the expense of the 
secretary’s office, and a third to take 
charge of the Holstein shows to be 
held this summer.

ENTIRE FREEDOM FROM T. B. 
OF CATTLE IS U: S. AIM 


With the continued cooperation of 
public officials veterinarians, live- 
stock owners, and others who have 
aided in the aggressive fight against 
bovine tuberculosis, leaders in the 
work hope that eventually this disease 
will be entirely eradicated. In 43 
States the prevalence of bovine tuber- 
culosis has already been reduced to 
less than one-half of 1 per cent. These 
developments were the basis of an 
address by Dr. John R. Mohler, Chief 
of the U. S. Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try, at an Achievement Day Celebra- 
tion at Harrisburg, Pa., (December 
%). The event celebrated Federal 
recognition of Pennsylvania as a mod- 
ified accredited area, signifying the 
reduction of bovine’ tuberculosis 
throughout the State to less than one- 
half of 1 per cent. 


The campaign against tuberculosis 
in Pennsylvania, Dr. Mohler pointed 
out, has been noteworthy in several 
respects. The first herd test in the 
United States for the eradication of 
tuberculosis was conducted in Penn- 
sylvania in 1892. Outstanding pioneer 
work against the same disease has 
been. conducted in that State by five 
widely known scientists — Pearson 
Ravenel, Gilliland, Marshall, and 
Munce. As an opportunity for con- 
tinuing leadership in bovine tuber- 
culosis eradication, Dr. Mohler pointed 
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out the desirability of continued effort 
“with prospects of reducing the pres- 
ent small fraction of 1 per cent of bo- 
vine tuberculosis to the point of en- 
tire disappearance.” “This procedure’, 
he said, “corresponds to the wisdom 
of stationing a few firemen at the 
scenes Of a fire that apparently has 
been extinguished. The serious dan- 
ger is over but unless properly 
watched any live embers left may 
blaze up again and cause further. dam- 
age.” 

Department officials previously em- 
phasized as a national policy the im- 
portance of follow-up work to main- 
tain the advances made against bo- 
vine tuberculosis. The Pennsylvania 
Achievement Day Celebration is note- 
worthy as the occasion for advancing 
the goal still further by holding out 
prospects of entire eradication in 
areas where retesting is conducted ac- 
tively and thoroughly.
